Sie :—We, the chiefs of the various vil- 
lages situated on the Dougias-Lillvoct Road 
and alogg the Fraser river, acd also aloag 
the coast to Bute Tuolet, are truly happy to 
welcome sou, our sew Chief, sent by Ceneda 
to take in band the interegts of the poor In- 
dian. . 

We come here to celebrate, as we have 
dove these many years past, the day of our 
great Chief the Queen, and. also expecting 
the pleasure of meeting you. 

¢@ bave been anxiously wishieg to see 
you, a8 we have been longing for & chief who 
will tenly have at beart our interests, for so 
long neglected in the past. 

The white men bave taken ‘our Jand, and 
no compensetion bas been given us, though 
we have been told many tinres that the great 
Queen was 80 good, she would help her dis- 
tant children the Iodiaas. 

White men bave surrounded oar villages so 
much as, in @iddy itistances, especially on 
Fraser river, but tew acres of land nave been 

We bope that you will see yourself eur 
waote and oar desires, aad you will remove 
that veil of sorrow which is spreading over 
our hearts. 

We once more greet your eoming amongst 
us ae our Chief, sad the representative of the 
Canadien’ Goverament. Through you we 
send our best thanks to the Chief of Canada, 
for the geuerous donation be-vent us to cele- 
brate more solemaly the feast of our Great 
Obief, the Queea. 

The address bore the names of 71 chiefs of 
various tribes from Lillooet to Bute Inlet and 
Semiahmoo. 

The reply to the address will appear in 
futare issue. 

The Indians left for home on Tuesday, and 
in passing the Bozer they fired off their mus- 
kets by way of saluting her. The salate was 
returned with big gans and small arms. 

The guaboat, while at anchor in the river, 
got up s few excellent boat races, in which 
her tars took a lesding part. 

The Guardian! says the country is settling 
ap rapidiy. 

The Bishop of Columbia left -yesterday 
morning by -& Lillooet for Yale and Lytton. 
At the latter place he would meet a large 
number of Indians. 

Daring tbe celebration at New Westwin- 
ster, at which some two or three thousand 
natives by their p esence gave an additional 
interest to the proceedings, the Catholic 
clergy were ever foremost in making every- 
thing connected with their proteges and their 
actions a complete success. <

P. R. R. hae been the exploratory survey, the 
lowest wages to laborers on said survey 
being $45 per month, and board, from time 
of leaving Victeria until return, and al! tra- 
velling expenses.
